Monday night His Worshipthe Mayor 
occupying the chair.

A letter was read from the G.W.V. 
A. Stampede Commitiee asking that 
the Mayor proclaim a ‘half ‘holiday on 
Friday, Septemlber 14th, ‘the second 
day of the large Stampede being put 
on to raise funds fer a memorial hall 
in Red Deer. The committee «a5- 
wished permission to put on boxing 
and wrestling bouts at the Stampede 
as part cf the carnival attractions. 
The Commissioner pointed out that 
the clty by-laws prohibited any boxing 
bouts within the city limits at which 
any charge is directly or indirectly 
made. Councillors felt that ithey could 
do nothing in face of the by-law to 
permit the boxing, but endorsed the 
wrestling program. They decided,in 
view of the fact that when the Mayor 
called a half-holiday during clean-up 
week many of the merchants had :re- 
fused to comply, sthat they would not 
declare a half-holiday unless the G.W. 
V.A. coud submit a petition for one 
signed by a sufficiemt number of rate- 


payers. The request for the use of 
the exhibition grounds during the 
Stampede was granted. c.G

Sell Land in North Red Deer 
R. Hermary, of North Red Deer, 
was present at the meeting. He 
wishes to ‘purchase approximately 60 
acres of land north of the Convent. 
The greater portion of the land is 
held by the city, but there are a few 
seattered lots in the subdivided por- 
tion to which private individuals have 
title. The city will attempt to pur- 
chase these, and if impossible to do 
so Will apply to the Board of Public 
Utilities in the matter. If they are 
able to get title, they will sell to Mr. 
Hermary at his offered figure of 
$25.00 per acre. 
The Commissioners submitted their 
report as follows: 
COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The Council, City of Red Deer. 
Gentlenven: 


We submit our regular report as 
follows: 
1. The Exhibition went through 


without any fires, crimes or accidents. 
The grounds have been cleaned up 
and everything left im good order. 
Two windows were broken during the 
exhibition and the doors of the stables 
around the outside fence ‘have yot 
been fastened up yet. We have had 
the entrance gates fastened and Chief 
Streatfield will, try to keep children 
out of the grounds. 

2. We have inspecied the old Great 
West Hotel property which the City 
has title for. This building is entire- 
iy beyond repair and is a serious fire 
menace. We recommend that it be 
demolished during the winter by the 
City employees and the material sa'l- 
vaged amd sold. 

8. We submit estimate of cost of a 
suspension bridge over Waskasoo 
Creek on Kingsmill Avenue extension 
as prepared by City Pngineer Dawe. 

4. Tenders were called for con:truc- 
tion. of sewer on 5th Street North and 
those received were opened by the 
Conumissioners on July 380th and sem 


to R. B. Owens, Provincial Sanitary 
Enginesr. As the tenders were all 


considered too high, the cheques were 
returned to the ifirms: tendering and 
Mr. Dawe has been requested to sih- 
anit ‘full details of cost of a sewer 
connecting with the present sewer 
at Kast Avenue, motor and pump for 
pumping sewage across the Creek and 
cost of operation of same.. We hope 
thig will be submitted at this meet- 
fing. 

6. The roads have got im very bad 
condition due ito the heavy — raiin's. 
Victoria Avenue, on which there is a 
Jot of through trattie, is) particularly 
bad. To complete gravelling 
road will cost about $500.00, but we 
can get enough-cinders to cover it for 
the hauling. We recommend that the 
road be crowned, covered with — cin- 
ders anda coating of screened gravel 
ontop. This could be done for about 
$: 70.09, and we believe would be sat- 
isfactory., Later cinoa year or so, if 
foumdl mecessary, another coating of 
eravel could be pet on the road. The 
other roads ‘we have tried to keep in 
condition with the drag, but wifh 


this. 


much wet weather tthey wilt notstand 
up to motor traffic. Gravelling is 
the only remedy. 

4. The river has kept so ‘high that 
it has not been possible to get the in- 
take wells cleaned, but ‘this will be 
done this fall. 

7. We subit statement of receipts 
and dizbursements for July. 

8. We submit departmental reports 
for July. 

9. We submit accounts 
authorization to pay. 

10. We submit for your considera- 
tion the following by-laws: 

(a) To authorize the signing of an 
agreement, 

(b) To amend By-law No. 488 (cab 
license by-law).

A great. deal of discussion arose 
over the proposed bridge over Was- 
kasoo creek. <All the Council felt that 
the bridge shoulld be built, but it was 
difficult, to see wherethe money was 
coming from. E. Howlett was present 
om behalf of those desiring the bridge, 
and pointed out that several Jots and 
places of business would revert to the 
city if the bridge was not built and 
the road opened, and that the loss: of 
revenue would be more than the in- 
terest on the money to be expended 
on the work. It was finally decided 
to have the city engineer draw the 
necessary specifications for a suspen- 
sion bridge and apply for tenders for 
its construction and for the fixing of 
the connecting roads. Engineer 
Dawe’s estimates showed that the 
cost of a suspension bridge and ithe 
necessary roads would ‘be about 
$670.00, while a bridge on piles and 
cement supports would be over 
$900.00. 

The Chief of Police submitted his 
monthly wreport, showing that he had 
done a great deal of useful work ‘be- 
sides his policing duties.

WHEAT POOL CONTRACT 
NEARLY READY 


Calgary, August 14.—Drafting of 
the wheat pool contract continued to 
engage the attention of the organi- 
zation committee on Tuesday morn- 
ing. The committee worked on the 
contract all day Monday,, and it was 
expected that the draft would be 
completed during the evening. At 
nearly midnight it was found {impos- 
sible to finish the work, and the com- 
mittee adjourned until this morning 
at 10 o'clock. 

A, A. McGillivray, K.C., counsel for 
the wheat pool, was busy drafting the 
changes on Tuesday morning and the 
contract will probably be submitted 
to the committee for ‘final endorsation 
before noon. Following that it will 
be necessary for the general commit- 
tee to pass on it before it is released 
for publication. 

Other work of the wheat pool com- 
mittee has progressed to such a 
state that it will be impossible to do 
anything further until the form of 
contract is conrpleted.

CANNOT PACK 
TRENCH SILO 
TOO TIGHTLY 


Spollage Results From Loose Packing 
or Using Ensilage Too Dry 


(By James ‘Murray, District Agricul- 
‘turist, Medicine Hat, in Calgary 
Market Examiner). 

The trench silo is heyond the ex- 
perimental stage. There were sevoral 
hundred in use in Alberta last year, 
and they gave almost universal satis- 
faction. The success which has at- 
tended their use has encouraged the 
more general planting of silage crops 
such as corn and sunflowers. The 
season for growth ‘has ‘been  favor- 
able and many growens are now con- 


sidering the storage space for the 
crop. 
It is worthy of note that all the 


trench silos built last vear have not 
given perfect satisfaction, the — first 
year need not deter any one from 
filling the silo again, as the reason 
for failure is usually easily  over- 
come. The trouble usually comes 
from insufficient tramping or from 
having the material that is being 
ensiled too dry, or it may be both. 
At any rate moulding or rotting can 
only take pkace in the presence of 
air, and if the air is driven out the 
silage Wik) keep ‘without loss. The 
success of the ‘trench silo, or any 
other silo, depends on having the 
material in a green enough condition 
to pack, and to tramp it enough to 
drive out and exclude practically alt 
the air. 

In digging a trench ‘silo it is advis- 
able to provide for at least six feer 
in depth of silage, but it may be 10 or 
12 feet, or even deeper. The greater 
the depth the less surface is exposed 
and the smaller percentage of loss. 
In estimating the size required a 
@vod rule is to allow 45 cubic feet for 
a ton. An eighty tom silo could be 
the following dimensions: 6 feet deep, 


12 feet wide and ‘50 feet long; on» of 
160 tons: 6x12x63. 
In digging the trench it {is not 


necessary to do much hand work with 
shovels, only sufficient to have — the 
bides reasonably smooth. It is advis- 
able to have slightly greater width at 
t!.> top than at the bottom. but not 
sui tent to interfere with the — set- 
tl « 7 the silage.

FINISHING HENS. 
AND BROILERS 


Dispose of all hens that are not to 
be kept over for breeders just as 
soon as they stop laying. IS Aliks 
plan ds followed, the marketing will 
be extended over a considerable peri- 
od, Tf you can get them alk mavket- 
ed before ‘broilers become — plent‘ful, 
you are certain to obtain much het. 
ter prices ‘than if you market them 
later Im ithe season. 

After hens have been Jaying heavily 
they are Hkely to be thin im flesh and 


should not be marketed until put imto i 


‘ good condition again. Even ‘hens that 
have been loafing and are consequent- 
ly fat are not in as good condition for 
killtm: as they should be. Tem days 
feeding in the crates will make oa 
great difference in these ‘birds, as the 
crate feeding and the inactivity 
seftens the muscles and makes the 

‘fowk much more tender and juicy. 

Broilers 

Many pouitry growers do not con- 
sider that special feeding of brotlers 
is necessary. They think thal because 
the chickens are young that they will 
be tender and consequently they tale 
them from the range and market them 
as \they are. Such methods tend to 
retard the demand for poultry meats, 
A comsumer who gets a brofler that is 
hard and stringy is not inokined to or- 
der another, butt if he gets a broiler 
that has been properly fed in confine- 
ment for from ten days ‘to two weeks 
the quality will be such that he will 
want more. To properly finish either 
fowls Gr broilers they showid — be 
crate fed. Nothing but sieft feod 
should be used, and to get the finest 
quality it is mecessary ‘to mix the 
mavh  owith sowr milk, dim the 
proportion of about three spounds of 
milk to two pounds Of graim. vA] mix- 
ture of cqual parts of ‘fine ground oats 
amd corn-meal és one of the bestifeeds, 
but other grains may be used if lower 
in price or more easily obtained. 

A little salt added to the feed will 
make it more palatable, and the fowl 
wilh eat more. Do not over feed for 
the first day or two, as the birds wit 
£o off their feed and will lose weight 
instead of putting it on. 

Only by marketing poultry of the 
highest quality, will an increased de- 
mand be created.

The 
Canadian Pacific is this year build- 
ing 86 engines and 2,000 new 
freight cars or practically forty 
freight trains of fifty cars each, 
enough equipment to have moved 
the entire western crop of a very 
few years ago.

Postal Pool Created to Give Continu- 
ous Empoyment and Improved 
Service 


Among the many problems  con- 
fronting the present Government on 
taking office was the re-establishment 
of returned soldiers, particularly 
those who through disabilities sus- 
tained on Active Service, were un 
able to follow their previous occwpa- 
tions. 

Especially was this a vital ques- 
tion ag regards those departments 
which require large numbers of em- 
ployees to carry on the work both at 
Ottawa and throughout the country. 

Since ‘the conclusion of the Great 
War returned soldiers have been giv- 
en preference in the matter of em- 
ployment in the Civil Service. Ona 
of the most extensive and wide-spread 
channels of employment has veen the 
Post Office department. 

A great number of returned men 
were taken on in the several city 
post offices and other branches of lhe 
postal service to replace permanent 
employees ‘who left the service for 
various reasons. In addition, a large 
number have been afforded temporary 
employment from year to year during 
the hoHday period—April to October 
—to relieve members of the rseniar 
staffs on annual leave. 

Heretofore, temporary men taken 
on for holiday relief purposes were, 
with very few exceptions, totally un- 
trained in post office work. More- 
over, their services were dispensed 
with at the end of October—a very un- 
favourable time of the vear owing toa 
the difficulty of securing other work 
to tide them over the winter months. 
From a labour standpoint this was 
most unsatisfactory. 

Rrepresentations were annually re- 
ceived from numerous organizations 
of all classes asking the Government 
to retain these temporary men for 
the winter months. This was done 
by recalling those whose services 
had been. dispensed with and :retain- 
ing those still on duty, with the re. 
sult that the offices were overmanned 
for a part of the year; unnecessary 
expenditure in the way of salaries 
was incurred; the working ouiput of 
the staff individuaiiy was lessened; 
and the efficiency of the staff thereby 
dmpaired. 

With a view to obviating the neces- 
sity of releasing the annual leave help 
at the end of the holiday period and 
to increase the efficiency of the cir. 
vicc the Postmaster General directon 
the officers of the department to s. .n- 
to the whole matter thoroughly. A 
proposition has now been approved 
by Postmaster General Murvhy 
whereby the annual leave will be 
spread over a period of ten months-- 
February to November—instead of six 
months as formerly and by the estal- 
lishment of what is known as a 
Postal Pool. 

The Postal Pool will constiiute a 
permanent relief staff to take care of 
annual leave, sick leave, Christmas 
rush work and other emergencies. 
This will mean that a full .staff of 
trained employees wilil be available 
at all times. Also the taking oan of 
green thands at the beginning of each 
holiday season will ibe eliminated and 
the ‘temporary help required at 
Christmas will be materially reduced. 

The Postal Pool will virtually pro- 
vide a training ground for post office 
employees from which they wilt be 
drafted to the regular staff as vacan- 
cies occur. All new employees enter- 
ing the service will be first attached 
to the Postal Pool and will be assign- 
ed work suitable to their capabilities. 
White undergoing the ‘training they 
will enjoy all tthe privileges of civil 
servants. 

Employees in the Postal Pool giv- 
ing a satisfactory service will we 
advanced to the regular staff as vac- 
ancies occur. In this way continuous 
employment will be given instead of 
annual temporary employment as_ in 
previous years. 

The officers of the department are 


’ 
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unanimously of the opinion that the 
morale of the staffs of the city post 
offices will be improved, and that a 
more eflicient as well as a more econ- 
omical service will obtain.

A new high record of _pro- 


duction was established by Cana- 
dian newsprint mills during May 
with 110,252, tons, an _ increase 
of nearly 10,000 tons over the month 
of April and 15,750 over May of 
last year. The daily production in 
May was 4,084 tons, the highest in 
the history of the Canadian indus- 
try. 


Following the opening of the 
Banff-Windermere Mdtor Highway, 
Lieutenant Goernor Nichol of, 
British Columbia and Randolph 
Bruce were honored by the Koot- 
enay Indians who made them an | 
honorary chief and full chieftain 
of their tribe respectively. The In- 
dian celebrations were held at In- 
vermere in the beautiful Winder- 
mere Valley. 


Several new air stations are to be 
opened in Ontario and Quebec in 
the near future for the purpose of 
extending the forest area to be pa- 
trolled by airplanes. A base is to 
be established at Ramsay Lake near 
Sudbury, and from this point all 
Ontario work will radiate; opera- 
tions being carried on at Orient 
Bay, Remi Lake and at least two 
other substations not yet announced, 


If the Canadian vre-war exports 
of flour are considered as 100, the 
Dominion’s average export , total 
between 1921 and 1923 can be con- 
sidered as 207. Comparatively, 
pre-war exports of the United 
States being rated at 100, its pres- 
ent export is at the rate of 147, 
This indicates that Canada _ has 
more than doubled her export trade 
in flour while the United States 
has increased its trade by 47 per 
cent. Before the war Canada ex- 
ported 3,832,000° barrels, while at 
present her exports average 7,885,- 
000 barrels a year.—‘Journal of 
Commerce.” 


Mr. Georges Delrue, one of the 
most important personages. of 
France arrived in Montreal by the 
S.S. “Minnedosa” to take up resi- 
dence at St. Johns, Que. Georges 
is two and a half years old and has 
spent most of his life with his grand 
parents in Tourcoin, a small town 
on the border line of Belgium and 
France. The journey from the old 
homestead, via Antwerp, Georges 
made alone but never out of sight 
of the watchful eyes of the officials 
and servants of the company. 


Major General Lord Lovett, a 
passenger on the Canadian Pacific 
liner “Montcalm,” and delegate to 
the British Empire Forestry Con- 
ference, Ottawa, said in connection 
with his investigations into Cana-

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THE WHEAT POOL 
AND MR. SAPIRO 


Mr. Sapiro has now been in Alberta 
for some little time. He thas spoken 
in a mumber of centres to large audi- 
ences and there has been time to ‘read 
and consider carefully his speeches. 
They have been received with euthusi- 
astic approval, and such hostile oriti- 
cism as they have received, has been 
of small volume, and of a somewhat 
superficial and ‘trivial character, bear- 
ing traces of personal feeling rather 
than considered adverse judgment. 

The speeches have been good 
speeches, simple, clear, at times elo- 
quent,and attractive in style to ‘tvhose 
to whom they have ‘been addressed. 
The scheme of co-operative marketing 
of wheat which Mr. Sapiro advocates 
contains no surprising ‘wonders. It 
is a commonplace plan without any 
miraculous elenrents in it. There 
are two main principles involved. The 
first is the agreement of at least 50 
percent. of the wheat growers in the 
province to pool their wheat for the 
market over a period of at least five 
years. The second is the employ- 
ment-at a good salary on behalf of the 
pool of the best expert grain dealer 
obtainable to organize the marketing 
of the wheat. On these two bases 
the whole plan rests, and as soon as 
the fact is realized, it tends 'to create 
a feeling of surprise that so apparent- 
jy simple a plan was not adopted long 
ago. ‘Mr. Sapiro, however, recogmfzes 
and put before his audience possible 
grounds whereby this excellent 
scheme may fail. One is that the 
farmers may not join the pool, either 
fyecause of suspicion or the deep- 
rooted tendency to independent ac- 
tion, or because of being tempted 
by some crafty speculator offering a 
¢emporarily higher price just in or- 
der to break the pool. Another is 
shat the marketing expert and his 
assistants may fall in their appointed 
nork. For the moment the first dan- 
ger seems to be unlikely, or even to 
have been passed in view of the en- 
thusiastic reception given to Mr. 
Sapiro and his proposals, butt it is one 
thingito lead farmers to applaud en- 
thustastically at a crowded meeting 
and quite another thing to get them 
to sign an agreement binding them- 
selves overalong'tarm of years to en- 
trust their affairs to others, however 
carefully those others may ‘be select- 
ed and controlled. Mr. Saplro’s ex- 
perience in the States gives reason to 
suppose that this difficulty will be suc- 
cessfully overcome. The second dan- 
ger, the failure of the marketing ex- 
perts, cannot possibly be eliminated 
either wholly or permanently. It 
must be presemt as long as the pool 
exists. All that can be said about it 
is that the risks of mistakes and Dblun- 
ders by an expert and ‘his staff are 
likely to be much less than those of 
inexperienced and hard-worked — far- 
mers working independently of or 
even in competition with one another. 

Certainly the impression made by 
the scheme and its presentation by 


Mr. Sapiro is highly favorable. The: 
organization is already under way 
with the apparent good-will of the 


jarge majority A abl interests  con- 
corned. The working out of it will be 
closely watched from all sides, and we 
believe that it will have the support 
amd sympathy of all who take an in- 
tetlizent interest in the welfare of the 
province, which depends to 99 large 
an extent on the welfare of its 
fariners. 

There will inevitably be opponents 
of the scheme. ihe middlemen, the 
elevator owners, grain specalators, 
and all others who ‘have made their 
Wing in the past off the marketing 
of the wheat at all its stages, are 
Mable to find that, like Othello, their 
ocenpation is gone.

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inevitable that some of these middle- 
men must find other spheres of oper- 
ation (to put the matter politely), or 
other realm's of plunder (to ‘put it 
otherwise). It wilt be of no little in- 
terest ‘to see the counter-moves in the 
game, which mhy devetop in due 
course as the result of the threat to 
the grain amiddlemen. 

The whole scheme represents a 
great step ‘forward on ‘the part of 
the farmers towards co-operation, 
trade unionism, guild sociaifsm:, or 
that industrial feudalism, which some 
observers think they see spreading 
over the whole civilized world. It is 
evident from some passages of Mr. 
Sapiro’s speeches that the farmer 
who is not a member of the organi- 
zation, is Wable to be at a_ serious 
disadvantage. Suppose the organiza- 
tion does get the ownership of the 
elevators in any distriat, as it propos- 
es to do. Them apparently no farmer 
in the distnict, not a member of 
the pool, can sell his wheat to such 
elevators. Similarly a private elevat- 
or owner who will not sell the elevator 
to the pool, ts liable to find himself 
faced with the competition of a pool- 
owned elevator alongside his one with 
all the resources of the pool behind it. 
Banks in rural districts which do not 
support the pool, will ‘find themse!ves 
exposed to serious hostility and prob- 
able loss of customers. This is ex- 
actky the principle of great trusts and 
great trade unjons which from time 
to time have aroused the indignant 
criticism of the public, including the 
farmers. Now the farmers are ap- 
parently going to do some of the op- 
pressing and the downtreading of the 
helpless and ‘the unprotected middle- 
men, who will no doubt cry to 
heaven for justice and vengeance 
against ithe farmers and their pool in 
exactly the same way as the farmers 
have hitherto done under other cir- 
cumstances. Oppression and down- 
treading take on entirely different 
aspects according as one is the down- 
treader or the downtrodden. 

There was a time in ‘the hey-day of 
the feudal system of Europe when no 
man could count his life or property 
safe unless he belonged to some feud- 
al organization, unless he was the 
henchman of some great military bar- 
on or a member of some town guild. 
So now in this age of trusts and com- 
bines the individual is finding that he 
cannot succeed commercially unless 
he joins ‘his trade union or his feder- 
ation of manufacturers or his far- 
mers’ pool. Undoubtedly this means 
increased corporate efficiency, at 
jJeast ‘withim each trade for the pur 
pose of bargaining with others. 
Equally certainly it means lessened 
individual independence. It may 
mean great struggles between rival 
trusts or guilds. It may and certain- 
ly sometimes does mean @ reduction 
in the amount of work done by some 
individuals, as when a bricklayer is 
restricted by his union to a _ very 
mediocre scale of bricks laid per day. 
In the case of a farmers’ pool cr 
trust it might come to mean a for- 
midable weapon held at the head of 
the towndwellers, for in ‘the last re- 
somt the farmers can do without the 
towns, but the towns cannot do with- 
out the fanmers, and a well organized 
trust controlling the essential food 
stuffs could practically dictate its 
own terms to the towns and their in- 
habitants. This idea conjures up a 
horrible vision of all the clergymen, 
doctors, lawyers, storekeepers, even 
the journalists of the towns, standing 
bare-headed im the streets) to pay 
homeage to the tyrant farmers as ‘they 
come rolling into town in their luxur- 
ious Fords. 

So far as the internat organization 
of the present pool is conceyned, it pro- 
vides for the election of directors 
representing each district, an ar 
rangement which should provide an 
equal opportunity for all the indivi- 
duabh members of the pool to make 
their views known and ‘have their f{n- 
tcerests) treated with due consider. 
ation, always provided that the direc- 
tors do their duty efficiently and con- 
scientiously, neither leaving every- 
thing to the unrestricted decision of 
the managing officials, nor yet inter- 
fering unduly with the normal initi- 
ative of those officiails. 

As has been sugested above, after 
hearing or wveading Mr. Sapiro’s 
speeches, and after seeing with what 
apparent speed aad ease the pool Is 
now being organized under his in- 
spiration, it {9 maturall to ask why 
this was not done sooner. Why is It 
that this essentially simple and ob- 
viously sound scheme was not put 
into execution until now, seeing that 
it was discussed and considered for 
so long? The inevitable answer 
seems to be that in this, as in all 
matters, men count more than meas- 


ures. Systems may be thought out, 
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lessly. The present wheat pool is 
now in process of rapid organization 
because it thas received an initial 
impetus from a man of imspiring per- 
sonality and energetic action. t is 
Mr. Sapiro’s personality which has 
suddenly galvanized into action the 
hesitating, deliberating, discussiug 
headers of the farmers. The auto- 
cratic political ‘‘boss,” ‘with his sterile 
schemes of group organizaiton and 
class government, the ‘honest but be- 
wildered and groping parliamentary 
leaders, have been suddenly startlea 
inta action as if someone thad put a 
long sharp pin into them ¢rom_ be- 
hind, and have hastened to put them- 
selves at the head of a movement 
which their practical experience and 
public positions ought to have led 
them ‘to bring imto existence long ago. 
Mr. Sapiro wisely—and also tactfully 
—pointed out that the present pool is 
better as a pnivate organization than 
as a public or government venture, 
but that hardly acquits the fanmer 
leaders of the responsibility ‘for 
their faliure to realize the possibili- 
ties of dealing with a situation, the 
needs of which ‘were glaning enough, 
until those possibilities were pointed 
out to them by an outsider. The 
time and organization devoted to 
winning almost wholly unproductive 
power for the benefit of the Far- 
mers’ Party might, if better applied, 
have long ago brought into successful 
existence a ‘wheat pool for ‘the bene- 
fit of the fanmers’ children. 

Mr. Sapiro made it quite clear that 
co-operative marketing has not been 
an unqualified success from its out- 
set or all through its career. Mis- 
takes have been made and failures 
have rresulted therefrom. In all proba- 
bility mistakes will again be made 
from time to time and will have to be 
paid for, but he did maintain that on 
the whole the movement had been 
@ great benefit to the producers and 
is im its essence a thoroughly sound 
scheme. That it will succeed in 
Western Canada also should ‘be the 
wish of every wise mam and woman 
amongst us.

MORMONISM IN ALBERTA 


Im the course of this month the 
Mormon temple at Cardston is to be 
formally dedicated, and thereafter we 
understand ithat except on certain: oc- 
casions it will be closed to the general 
public, and only members of the 
Mormon community will be allowed 
access to it. It is am imposing build- 
ing both inside and out, and has cost 
a great deal of money. The mere fact 
of its erection points to the impor- 
tance which the Monmons attach to 
establishing their fnfluence in West- 
ern Canada. 

Comparatively few people in Cana- 
da pay much attention to Mormonism 
or know much about it. Ask the 
average man what he knows or thinks 
about Mormonism, and he will proh- 
ably grin and say something vague 
about Brigham Young, and the ad- 
yantages, or horrors (according to ciz- 
cumstances) of having fifty - wives. 
Mormonism deserves considerably 
more attention than this. 

We do not know what tthe official 
definition of the religion is, but pos- 
sibly the average Mormon, if ‘speak- 
ing in plain language, would say that 
it is merely a form of Christianity as 
revealed to and interpreted by the 
founder and prophet Joseph Smith 
and his successors in office. Most 
people who have given any atten ion 
to the subject without being members 
of the Monmon church would describe 
it differently 1nd say that it is a jAis- 
tortion of Christianity devised and 
invented by Joseph mith and car- 
ried on ‘by this successors. 

It ‘had its origin in the first half of 
last century when its founder Joseph 
Smith announced to the world that he 
had found in the ground as the result 
of direct divine revelation certain 
metal tablets engraved with certain 
religious {nstructions or directions. 
On this ‘first basis) he founded his 
whole church, of which he himself 
was. the first prophet, priest, bishop 
or governor. Sceptics mjght be in- 
clined to call ‘him the main beneficiary 
of the church. His story in itself 
seems too inherently absurd for be- 
lief, but the ingenious founder if 
challenged on that score, could always 
say that if the Bible tells the truth 
in its story of the original tables of 
the Mosaic law engraved by God and 
given by Him to Moses, what rizht 
has any one to say that a similar di- 
vine Tevelation and gift to Joseph 
Smith was impossible. The logic of 
this is quite beyond question. Its 
truth is 4m another category alto- 
gether. 

The early record of the Mormon 
community {fs both stormy and dia- 
creditable. Tt got into the black 
books of the United States govern- 
ment for various iHegalities, and its 
members betook themselves West in- 
to the then more or less unpeoplea 
desert of Utah. The characters of 
those members wa's, to put it mildly, 
not above reproach. Their main. means 
of livelfhood was the plundering, with 
unpleasant accompaniment's of blood- 
shed and murder, of the overland 
caravans to Califonnia. Had the 
penitentiary and the gallows of thai 
time been given their due, the Laiter 
Day Saints (the official name of the 
Mormons) would have come to a 
somewhat speedy end. They survived, 
however, and gradually settled down 
into a community which sufficiently 
conformed to the criminal laws of the 
United States to save them from 
forcible extinction. 

Tf their early start ‘was thoroughly 
bad, their subsequent career is not 
without features of no little credit. 
Skilful organization in all spheres of 
life, rigid discipline, untiring indus- 
try—all these have been present, and 
have ‘enable:| the Mormions to bulid 
up @ flour':hing and wealthy—very 
wealthy—commanity amid the barren 
and repulsive deserts of Utah. They 
have spread far beyond their origin- 
al state. Some few years ago one of 
the American magazines conducted an 
enquiry into Mormonism, and its pub- 
lished opinion was that the Mormons 
controlled not only ‘the State of Utah,

there many-colored lizards blinked 
from hot rocks and burning sand.

Here and There 


Over a thousand million fish eggs 
of various species were collected by, 
the hatcheries branch of the De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries 
during 1921. 


Inbound ships from the United 
Kingdom are averaging 4,500 tons 
of freight for dischar~> at Vancou- 
ver. Outbound they take about 
4,000 tons per vessel. Last year 
the average outward tonnage was 
practically ghe same while the in- 
bound was only about one tenth of 
what it now is. 


Announcement has been made 
that a Government wireless station 
is to be erected on St. Paul’s Island, 
which stands in the entrance to the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, off the most 
north-easterly point of Nova Scotia. 
Two Government wireless engineers 
have arrived there and are making 
arrangements for the erection of 
the station. : 


One hundred and forty thousand 
Canadian school boys have been 
banded into an army of guards to 
watch for and prevent forest fires 
in the Dominion this year, according 
to an announcement made by the 
Canadian Forestry Association. The 
new organization, which is known 
as the Young Canadians’ Forest 
League, will, it is expected, save 
several million dollars’ worth of 
timber from fire ravages. 


That “prospects for increased im- 
migration into Canada are excel- 
lent” was one of the most important 
statements made by E. W. Beatty, 
K.C., upon his return from an ex- 
tended tour of ‘England and Euro- 
pean capitals. The president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway believes 
Canada is progressing in the matter 
of immigration, but intensified ef- 
forts are essential, he considers, to 
offset erroneous impressions abroad 
that Canada does not require new 
settlers. 


A record run between Winnipeg 
and Quebec was recently made by 
a special Canadian Pacific train 
when passengers from the Orient 
were, through delay caused by land- 
slide, in danger of missing their 
connection with the C.P.S.S. “Em- 
press of Scotland” at the eastern 
port. The train covered the 1,579 
miles in a little over 36 hours, 
whereas the schedule time for trains 
between these two cities is 53 hours. 
The passengers had crossed the Pa- 
cific on the C.P.S.S. “Empress of 
Russia” and were taking advantage 
of the 21 day Orient-to-Europe ser- 
vice of the Company. 


The United States has invested 
in Canada $2,500,000,000, according 
to the Bankers’ Trust Company of 
New York, which has just com- 
pleted a survey of Canadian indus- 
try and the amount of United States 
capital invested. Of the total sum 
invested, $1,200,000,000 is in bonds, 
and the remainder in farms, mort- 
gages, small businesses, industrial 
enterprises, banking and private 
loans. It is computed that more 
than 200 branch factories were 
opened in Canada by United States 
concerns in 1919, and a great num- 
ber in 1920 and 1921, and that late 
ie rad the number of these came to

The influx 
from Britain rose from 11,695 for the 
quarter Jast year to 22,553 for ‘this 
year, while ¢he figures from “other 
countries” went wp from 4,972 forthe 
corresponding quarter in 1922 to 
12,026 this year for the similar period.

On the eve of the harvesting season 
in Alberta, a strong feeling of optim- 
ism prevails throughout the province, 
and with a continuance of satisfactory
